second time. Whalebone will last a long 
time ami may be utcd repeatedly. Whale- 
bone casing COFCS but a. small amount and 
Is much better than any cases that can be 
prepared from the waist lining. Purchase 
it by tho piece. One piece will be sufficient 
for lini»g several bodices. 
Cufc the bones 


the proper Icugcn, which depends on the 
figure. 
Most dressmakers Foak their whalebones 


24 hours before sewing them in. 
This Is 


to malic them soft and flexible in order to 
sew them through to tho waist at the top, 
in the center and once or twice more. This 
prevents the bone^ from slipping out of 
place. Cover the seams with a Bilk and 
cotton tape thnt comes for the purpose of 
casing. Do not use the double casing. Put 
tho casihga on qutto full, so that they have 
a wrinkled appearance when the bones are 
slipped, in and sowed in place afterward. 


Remember to let tho bones and casing 


for the darts extend fully to the top ol 
these darts, but do BOG take them higher 
than two Indies from the top. Cover the 
whalebone at tho top, whore it Is left loose 
from fche woi-il, with the casing, which 
should be looped, over.—New York Adver- 
tiser.
